London has been in the 
front of the war picture 
lately. The unshakeable 
courage and cheerfulness 
of London people have 
shaped the course of. his- 
tory.

Plaintiff! was Lai Kwal-chan, 
of 262 Lockhart Road, and she 
claimed $1,000 from Li Man-chu, 
of Man. Kwok’ Garage, 439 Hen- 
nessy ‘Road, alleging that he had 
induced her to marry him’ by 
false pretences. 

Mr M, A. da Silva’ represented 
plaintlfY, and defendant appeared in 
person. : 

Statement of Claim 

Accorling: to the statement of 
clalm, defendant offered to marry 
plaintiff’ in February,*1940, represent- 
ing himself as an unmarried man and 
n bachelor, In rellance of that pre- 
sentation, - plaintiff - centered into -a 
marriage contract with defendant on 
March 2. A child was subsequently 
born, and it was discovered later that 
defendant was in fact a marricd’ man 
at all material times, Becaure of the 
“marriages,” plaintiff! had expended 
$405.30 on furniture and clothing, and 
this amount constituted part of her 
claim, 

At the outset, His Lordship said 
that he was not clear what the claim 
was for as in her aMdavit plaintiff 
had_ stated that she was no spinster 
while in the statement of cluim the 
word “marrloge” was mentioned. 

Mr Silva replied that the mistake 
was an unfortunate one and suggest- 
ed that the writ be amended by the 
substitution of “contract” or “resul- 
tant ceremony” for the word “mar- 
riage.” 

His Lordship said he was not pre-
